ABSTRACT 


The  Personnel  Command  and  Adjutant  General  Operations,  1970  (ACN  3132) 
is  the  Personnel  and  Administrative  Services  Agency's  derivative  study 
for  CSSG  Study' 63-6,  The  Administrative  Support  Theater  Amy  (TASTA-70), 
and  is  composed  of  three  volumes. 

Volume  I,  Adjutant  General  Operations,  1970,  is  a  comparison  of 
Adjutant  General  current  and  proposed  functional  systems. 

Volume  II,  Adjutant  General  Functional  Support  to  Field  Army 
Support  Command,  provides  proposed  manning  tables  and  equipment  lists 
for  Adjutant  General  direct  support  functions. 

Volume  III,  Personnel  Command,  provides  proposed  manning  tables 
and  equipment  lists  for  Adjutant  General  and  related  personnel/ 
administrative  general  support  functions  which  includes  prisoner  of 
war/civilian  internee,  graves  registration,  finance,  and  chaplain 
activities. 

This  volume  is  the  second  of  the  three  volumes  and  provides  detailed 
organization  ana  doctrine  for  Adjutant  General  direct  support  functions. 

This  volume  does  not  include  headquarters  FASCCM  because  of 
duplication.  Refer  CSSG  Study,  Headquarters  Units,  TASXA-70,  dated 
December  1965. 
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SUMMARY 


1 .  General . 

a.  Adjutant  General  Operations  during  the  TASXA-70  time  frame 
are  performed  by  general  and  direct  support  activities. 

(1)  The  general  support  activities  are  in  the  Personnel 
Command,  Theater  Army  Support  Gonoand  (TaSCGM)  ,  and  provide  support 
to  the  direct  support  activities. 

(2)  The  direct  support  activities  Are  in  the  Area  Support 
Command  (AS COM)  of  the  TASCGM,  and  the  Army/Corps  Support  Brigades  of 
the  Field  Army  Support  Command  (FASCUM) ,  and  provide  support  to 
organizations  and  individuals  assigned. 

b.  The  purpose  of  this  volume  is  to  present  the  manning  tables 
and  equipment  lists  of  the  direct  support  Adjutant  General  operations  in 
the  Field  Array.  Adjutant  General  direct  support  operations  in  the  ASCOM 
have  been  Included  in  USACDCCSSG  Study  63-6-2,  The  Area  Support  Command, 
and  have  not  been  included  in  this  study  to  avoid  duplication.  Initial 
manuscript  material  pertaining  to  organizations  and  operations  have  been 
incorporated  into  FM  12-2-1  TEST  (to  be  published). 

2.  Functions.  The  Adjutant  General  functions  are-  personnel, 

(to  include  replacements),  administration,  and  morale  services  (band, 
postal,  and  special  services) . 

3.  Organization.  Direct  support  personnel,  administrative,  and 
morale  services  are  provided  by  the  Personnel  and  Administration  Battalion 
assigned  to  each  Army/Corps  Support  Brigade.  A  type  Adjutant  General 
dlrec*.  support  organization  was  structure!  for  the  FASCOM  and  represents 
the  minimum  Adjutant  General  services  necessary  to  provide  direct 


personnel,  administrative,  and  morale  services  support  to  a  12-division 
force  in  accordance  with  the  basic  TASTA-70  study  (63-6),  A  comparison 
of  Personnel  Service  Companies  in  CO-STAR  II  and  TASTA-70  in  the  FASCCM 
is  presented  below  to  illustrate  the  reduction  of  support  to  supported 
ratio.

The  difference  in  total  strength  in  the  paragraph  above  results  from 
the  fact  that  in  CO-STAR  the  personnel  service  companies  only  support 
combat  service  support  units,  while  in  TASTA-70  the  personnel  service 
companies  support  all  combat,  combat  support,  and  combat  service  support 
units.  The  total  strength  of  CO-STAR  personnel  service  companies  does 
not  include  the  strength  of  the  administrative  machine  branch  in  order 
to  compile  a  more  accurate  comparison. 

4.  Conclusions. 

a.  That  the  Adjutant  General  direct  support  service  units 
in  this  study  are  the  minimum  required  for  a  theater  of  operations 
(12-division  force)  under  the  TASTA-70  concept. 

b.  Training,  NOS,  and  equipment  changes  required  are  provided 
in  Volume  I,  Adjutant  General  Operations,  1970.

1.  Title.  Personnel  and  Administration  Battalion.

strength: 

(1)  Direct  personnel,  administrative,  financial,  and  morale 
(band,  postal,  and  special  services)  services  support  to  FASCGM  Army/Corps 
Support  Brigade  and  nondi visional  units. 

(2)  Liaison  (personnel,  administrative,  morale,  as  appropriate) 
with  headquarters  supported. 

b.  This  unit  is  dependent  upon  other  support  activities  for 
supplemental  motor  or  air  transportation,  supplemental  signal  communications, 
signal  maintenance  of  organic  signal  equipment,  medical  services,  and 
supplemental  vehicle  maintenance  of  organic  vehicles. 

c.  The  battalion  serves  as  a  carrier  unit  for  direct  support 
finance  support  units  as  required  by  the  mission  of  the  command  to  which 
assigned.

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SECTION  I  -  GENERAL 


1.  Title.  Personnel  Service  Company. 

2.  Organization.  The  personnel  service  companies  consist  of 
a  company  headquarters  and  three  functional  divisions:  personnel 
management  division,  personnel  actions  division,  and  records 
division.  (See  Figure  A-III-l). 

3.  Mission.  To  act  as  custodian  of  and  maintain  the  command 
individual  military  personnel  records,  and  to  accomplish  the 
personnel  actions  and  services  which  are  attendant  upon  this 
responsibility.  This  service  includes  that  which  satisfies  the 
personnel  requirements  of  the  individual  as  well  as  that  which  the 
commanders  being  supported  need  to  permit  them  to  discharge  their 
personnel  management  responsibilities. 

4.  Capabilities. 

a.  Personnel  service  companies  are  of  eight  types  and 
are  designed  to  support  troop  strengths  as  follows: 

(1)  Type  A  -  *,000  (2,500  -  7,499) 

(2)  Type  B  -  10,000  (7,500  -  12,499) 

(3)  Type  C  -  15,000  (12,500  -  1 7,499) 

(4)  Type.  D  -  20,000  (17,500  -  22,499) 

(5)  Type  E  -  25,000  (22,500  -  27,499) 

(6)  Type  t  -  30,000  (27,500  -  32,499) 

(7)  Type  G  -  35,000  (32,500  -  37,499)

Assists 
Section  Chief,  supervises  workload  distribution,  and  establishes  work 
requirements  of  assigned  enlisted  personnel.

enlisted  personnel,  and  Is  also  the  detachment  first  sergeant.  The  clerk 
typist  performs  duties  as  required. 

(b)  Input  and  Storage  Branch  -  line  05,  07,  09,  11,  13. 
One  E-7  is  required  to  supervise  the  branch.  He  is  assisted  by  the  chief 
librarian  who  Is  also  responsible  for  the  indexing,  description  techniques, 
and  publication  of  appropriate  procedural  guidance  to  all  serviced  units. 
The  requirement  for  six  document  recording  specialists  was  determined  by 
an  estimate  of  the  workload  as  follows: 

1,  15,000  document  pages  per  day  are  generated  by 
major  cotimand  headquarters  elements  and  units  within  the  army  or  corps 
area  serviced,  for  input  to  the  random  access  magnetic  storage  facility. 

2.  There  is  a  five  percent  reject  rate  from  the 
optical  scanner  which  must  be  processed  manually  to  add  or  modify 
descriptor  detail  for  acceptance  in  the  system.

The 
requirement  for  seven  file  retrieval  and  display  specialists  was  determined 
by  an  estimate  of  the  workload .  Requests  for  information  or  assistance 
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are  received  at  this  branch  by  automatic  tape/card  typewriter,  video 
display  units,  or  basic  (telephone)  conmuni cations .  An  estimated  2,000 
requests  for  information  from  magnetic  storege  will  be  made  by  staff 
seotions  using  the  video  display  device.  One  quarter  of  these  requests 
(500)  will  be  rerouted  through  the  retrieval  and  display  branch  for 
assistance.  Additionally,  410  requests  are  received  at  the  retrieval 
and  display  branch  from  company  size  units  using  the  automatic  tape/card 
typewriter!: .

7.  Personnel  Justification. 

a.  Five  officer*  and  35  enlisted  personnel  are  the  minimum 
required  to  adequately  provide  command,  control,  and  special  services 
support  for  four  rest  areas  each  supporting  750  combat  or  combat 
support  troops  under  the  control  of  their  unit  commanders. 

b.  The  headquarters  element  is  responsible  for  all  supply 
functions  for  each  Service  Team  operating  a  rest  area,  as  well  as 
providing  assistance  and  support  to  supported  units  for  special 
services  supply.  The  headquarters  element  provides  command  and 
control  to  Services  Teams  and  rest  areas. 

c.  Each  Services  Team  operating  a  rest  area  receives 
support  for  rest  area  services  from  functionally  oriented  teams, 
such  as  a  medical  team  for  dispensary  services,  a  mess  team  for 
meals,  and  others.
